RAIDED BY WIFE 


Spouse of “Absolute Life” 
Leader Breaks Open Safe 
and Seizes Cult Books. 


SHE ALSO STARTS SUIT. 


Evelyn Arthur See's holy of holies *’ was 
raided yesterday by his wife in a spectacular 
manner. 

A big safe, bearing across the top the words 
Absolute Life,“ was drilled and thirteen 
volumes of “ The Book of Truth,” penned 
by the high priest of the cult, together with 
a batch of correspondence exchanged be- 
tween him and the members of his colony 
since he has been conflned in jail. were car- 
ried away by Mrs. See and her friends. The 
correspondence comprised the trials and 
tribulations of the “‘ prophet.” It had been 
preserved as a memorial of his persecutions 

A few hours prior to the raid Mrs. See filed 
suit for separate maintenance and obtained 
an injunction restraining her husband and 
his associates from disposing of any of the 
contents of the flat at 2541 Racine avenue. 

It was more or less under the shelter of 
this document, served by a deputy sheriff, 
who remained near at hand during the crack- 
ing of the safe that Mrs. See obtained pos- 
session of her husband's writings. 


Aided by Expert Safe Opener. 
Once they were seized, Mrs. See, a woman 
thought to have been Denise Herendeen, at 
whose residence, 1132 La Salle avenue, the 
Happiness cult has its headquarters, and 
two men, one of whom was an expert safe 
opener, quietly disappeared, and the “ high 
prliests“ friends swung into action. 

They charged that Mrs. See had no right 
to the papers, that they offered her no ald in 
her suit, and that the only purpose in captur- 
ing them was to use them as evidence against 
See. 

“This is only the last desperate effort to 
the prosecution to obtain something to sup- 
port their charges, declared James E. Cal- 
lahan, one of See's attorneys. ‘‘ They have 
sought everywhere else and this suit for sep- 
arate maintenance: and the biuff of the in- 
function were intended only to hide the real 
determination to gei hold of See’s writings.

Savernake forest is a superb domain, con- 
siderable greater in extent than Windsor 
forest, full of magnificent old trees, one of 
which, an immense oak, called “ the Duke's 
Vaunt,” thirty feet in circumference, owes 
its name to {ts having been the favorite tree 
of the Protector Duke of Somerset, who 
flourished in the reign of King Edward VI., 
was regent during his minority, and was one 
of the chief promoters of the reformation in 
England. 

The forest, some sixteen miles in circum- 
ference, is held from the crown by one of 
those strange tenures that date back to the 
middle ages. By the terms of the charter 
granted by King Edward VI. the owner of 
Savernake forest is compelled to sound a 
hunting horn, which dates from that time, 
whenever the sovereign passes through the 
forest. This horn, formed of an elephant's 
tusk, with enameled silver mouttings, Is 
three feet long. 
at Savernake for some days by the Marquis 
of Allesbury of his reign. The monarch, on 
leaving, assured his host that he was ex- 
ceedingly pleased with his visit.

Two dolle will be seen seemingly asleep in 
two glass formed rooms. An apparatus has 
been constructed to make these manniKkins 
apparently. breathe smoke, and the smoke 
will be exhaled from the nostrils of the dolls. 
In the ventilated room the smoke will quickly 
be carried out. In the other room the at- 
mosphere soon becomes so befogged that 
even the doll cannot be seen by the specta- 
tors. 

The child welfare exhibit, treating of 
child life in the city, which held the inter- 
est and attention of New Tork City for a 
month and had an aggregate attendance of 
250,000, will be supplemented here by Chi- 
cago features, and will excel the original ex- 
hibit. This has been made possible by the 
public spirit of Mrs. Cyrus H. McCormick 
Jr., Whose interest in child welfare led her 
to take immediate steps to bring it here. 

This exhibition cost upward ‘of 880 000 in 
New York. It has been loaned to Chicago 


without any charge except that of the cost 
of transportation.

The state- 
ment was made in committee meeting that 
soft snaps enjoyed in and about the house of 
representatives by the friends of the Cannon 
organization have cost the country more 
than $100,000-a year. 

There are scores of clerks of committees 

that never meet, clerks assigned to myste- 
rious and more or less mythical tasks, as- 
sistant keepers of this and that, and a regi- 
ment of supernumeraries whose duties are 
alleged to have texed the imagination of the 
minds which invented them. 
All of these sinecures have been filled by 
the henchmen of those Republicans lieuten- 
ants of the old guard who never swerved in 
their devotion to Speaker Cannon. For years 
it was the rule that none others need apply.

SIXTY LEAP FROM BUILDING

Produce prices at Chicago yesterday made 
no important changes.

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RULING ON LONG 
AND SHORT HAUL 
Commerce Board Defines 
Wherein Violation of 
Rates Would Ensue. 


LIKE FARES COMPARED. 


Will Prevent Continuance of 
Absorbing of Certain Switch- 
ing Charges. 


Washington, D. C., March 17.4Announce- 
ment of certain holdings of the interstate 
commerce commission concerning the long 
and short haul provision of the existing in- 

restate commerce act was made today. 

The commission says the provision applies 
to all rates and fares, but, in determining 
whether it is contravened, rates and fares of 
the same kind should be compared with each 
transshipment rates with 


proportional rates, etc. 


Defines the Violation, 

The commission hold “ it would be a viola- 
tion of the long and short haul provision if 
a proportional rate to or from a given point 
were lower than the regular rate to or from 
an intermediate point.“ * 
‘Tt also is held that the law is violated 
“where, from the absorption of a switch- 
ing charge, it results that the total trans- 
portation charge from a more distant point to 
the point where the property is delivered is 
less than total transportation charge 
from or to ab intermediate point. 


; Much Benefit Results. 


“ Owing, however, to the general practice 
of absorbing switching charges from eom- 


| petitive and not from non-compétitive sta- 


tions, and in view of the fact that much 
benefit and little complaint resulte, the com- 
mission will by general order permit a con- 
tinvance of this practice, reserving for con- 
sideration and determination individual 


eases which may require special cohsider- 
ation.” (4 
In certain circumstances carriers are 


authorized without special authority of the 
commission to establish rates on branch 
lines or to stations not now open in con- 
formity to the general holdings of the com- 
mission. 


Duluth Alleges Discrimination. 

Complaint that Duluth, Minn.) is being 
discriminated against by the railways of the 
northwest in favor of Chicago, Minneapolis, 
and Milwaukee as grain handling ports was 
made today to the interstate commerce com- 
mission by the Duluth board of trade. 

The proceeding is instituted against the 
Great Northern railway and many other lines 
operating in the northwest. It is alleged 
that the rates on grain, grain products, and 
seeds from southern Minnesota and south- 
ern North Dakota to Duluth are excessive, 
unreasonable, and unjust, and that they are 
unduly preferential and discriminatory. 

It is averred that the railroads, in the mak- 
ing of these preferential tariffs, have vio- 
lated the long and short hau) provision of 
the existing law, as they exact higher 
freight charges from Duluth grain operat- 
ors than they do from operators located at 
equidistant. points. 

The commission ts requested to fix the same 
rates to Duluth as are in effect to Minneap- 
olis from the grain territories mentioned. 


BANK SEEKS TO ESCAPE TAXES. 


Administrator for 106 Estates, Alleg- 
ing Exorbitant Assessment, 
Files Injunction Suit. 


The State bank of Chicago filed injunction 
proceedings in the Superior court yesterday 
afternoon against County Treasurer William 
L. O'Connell to restrain him from collecting 
alleged exorbitant taxes on 106 estates, of 
which the institution is administrator. tt is 
alleged that a mistake was made in the board 
of assessors’ office by entering the amounts 
in the assessed value column and tripling 
the figures. In reality it is said that the fig- 
ures should have been put under the column 
of “full value.” the taxes to be obtained by 
taking one-third of the total.
